earneſtly Recommend it to your early and effectual Conft- 
deration. 

The Death of the late King of Spam, with the Declara- 
tion of his Succeſſor to that Monarchv, has made fo great 
- an Alteration in the Afﬀairs Abroad, That I muſt defire von 

very maturely to Conſider their preſent State; and I make 
no Doubt but your Reſolutions thereupon will be fuch, as 
ſhall be moſt conducing to the Intereſt and Safety of 
' England, the Preſervation of the Proteſtant Religion 1n ge- 
neral, and the Peace of all Europe. 

Theſe things are of ſuch Weight, that I have thought 
them moſt proper for the Conſideration of a new Parlia- 
ment, to have the more immediate Senſe of the Kingdom 


in ſo great a Conjuncture. ; 
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I muſt Deſire of you, Gentlemen of the Houſe of Com- 
1mons, ſuch Supplies as you ſhall judge neceſfary for the Ser- 
' viceof the Current Year, and I muſt particularly put you 
in mind of the Deficiencies and Publick Debts occaſioned 
by the late War, that are yet unprovided for. 

I am obliged further to Recommend to you, That you 
would Inſpect the Condition of the Fleet, and Conſider - 
what Repairs or Augmentations may be requiſite for the” 
Navy, which is the great Bulwark of the Engliſh Nation, 
and ought moſt eſpecially in this ConjunCture tobe put in a 
200d Condition ; and that you would alfo Conſider what 
1s proper for the better Security of thoſe Places where the 
Shipsare laidup in Winter. 

The Regulation and Improvement of Our Trade is of 
ſo Publick Concern, that I hope it will ever have your ſe- 
rious Thoughts ; And if you can find proper Means of 
ſetting the'Poor at work, you will eaſe your ſelves of a 
very great Burthen; And at the ſame time add ſo many 
uſeful Hands to be employed in Our Manufa&tares and 0- 
ther Publick Occaſions.

Reſolutions you ſhall take upon the Important Matters 
now before you, as may make it appear We are firmly 
United among Our Selves, and in My Opinion nothing can 
contribute more to Our ſafety at Home, or to Oar be- 
ing conſiderable Abroad.
